Obama Clinches 


111. senator becomes first black presidential nominee of a major party 




WAS H I N G TO N I Sen. Barack Obama of Illinois 
sealed the Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion Tuesday, a historic step toward his once- 
improbable goal of becoming the nation’s 
first black president. A defeated Hillary 
Rodham Clinton maneuvered for the vice 
presidential spot on his fall ticket. 

Obama’s victory set up a five-month cam- 
paign with Republican Sen. John McCain of 
Arizona, a race between a 46 -year- old oppo- 
nent of the Iraq War and a 71 -year-oId former 
Vietnam prisoner of war and staunch sup- 
porter of the current U. S . 

military mission. 

Obama, a first-term 
Illinois senator who was 
virtually unknown on the 
national stage four years 
ago, defeated Clinton, the 
former first lady and one- 
time campaign front-run- 
ner, in a 17-month mara- 
thon for the Democratic 
nomination. 

His victory had been 
widely assumed for weeks. 

But Clinton’s declaration 

of interest in becoming his ticketmate was 
wholly unexpected. 

The fast-paced developments unfolded 
as the long Democratic nominating strug- 
gle ended with primaries in Montana and 
South Dakota. 

Obama sealed his nomination based on 
primary elections, state Democratic caucus- 
es and delegates’ public declarations as well 
as support from 22 delegates and “superdel- 
egates” who privately confirmed their inten- 
tions to The Associated Press. It takes 2,118 
delegates to clinch the nomination at the 
convention in Denver this summer, (ap)

WASHINGTON I Hillary Rodham 
Clinton told colleagues Tuesday 
she would consider joining Barack 
Obama as his running mate, and 
advisers said she was withholding 
a formal departure from the race 
partly to use her remaining leverage 
to press for a spot on the ticket. 

On a conference call with 
other New York lawmakers, Clin- 
ton said she was willing to become 
Obama’s vice presidential nominee 
if it would help Democrats win the 
White House, according to several 
participants in the call. 

Clinton’s remarks came in 
response to a question from Dem- 
ocratic Rep. Nydia Velazquez, who 
said she believed the best way for 
Obama to win key voting blocs 
would be for him to choose Clin- 


ton as his running mate. 

“I am open to it,” Clinton replied, 
if it would help the party’s prospects 
in November. Her direct quote was 


described by two lawmakers who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they were not authorized 
to speak for Clinton. 


Clinton also told colleagues the 
delegate math was not there for her 
to overtake Obama but that she 
wanted to take time to determine 
how to leave the race in a way that 
would best help Democrats. 

“I deserve some time to get this 
right,” she said. 

Rep. Charles Rangel, a devot- 
ed booster of Clinton who helped 
pave the way for her successful 
Senate campaign, said he spoke 
to her Tuesday and got much the 
same answer. 

“She’s run a great campaign and 
even though she’ll be a great sena- 
tor, she has a lot of followers that 
obviously Obama doesn’t have, and 
clearly the numbers are against her 
and so I think they bring all parts of 
the Democratic Party together and 
then some,” Rangel said. 

Aides to Obama said he and 
Clinton had not spoken about the 
prospects of her joining the ticket.

Marks Make Birds 'Sexy’

Study shows makeup 
triggers higher level of 
testosterone in males 

WASHINGTON | Alittle Strategically 
placed makeup quickly turns the 
wimpiest of male barn swallows into 
chick magnets, amping up their tes- 
tosterone and even trimming their 
weight, new research shows. 

It’s a “clothes make the man” 
lesson that — with some caveats 
— also applies to human males, 
researchers say. 

Using a $5.99 marker, scien- 
tists darkened the rust-colored 
breast feathers of male New Jer- 
sey barn swallows, turning lighter 
birds to the level of those naturally 
darkest. 

They had already found, in a test 
three years ago, that the marked- 
up males were more attractive to 
females and mated more often. 

This time they found out that the 
more attractive appearance, at least 
in the bird world, triggered chang- 
es to the animals’ body chemistry. 


increasing testosterone. 

“Other females might be look- 
ing at them as being a little more 
sexy, and the birds might be feel- 
ing better about themselves in 
response to that,” said study co- 
author Kevin McGraw, an evolu- 
tionary biology professor at Ari- 


zona State University. 

McGraw said the findings are 
surprising, in part because the hor- 
monal changes occurred after only 
one week. 

The study was published in Tues- 
day’s edition of the journal Current

WASHINGTON! It’s standing-room- 
only on many commuter buses from 
Washington’s suburbs. Rail systems 
from Boston to Los Angeles are beg- 
ging passengers to shift their travel 
to non-peak hours. And some seats 
have been removed from San Fran- 
cisco’s subway cars to allow more 
people to cram in.

And while that’s usually good 
news for transit agencies, some 
are struggling to accommodate 
new riders at a time when tight 
budgets are making local and 
state governments reluctant to 
put more money toward public 
transportation.

Zimbabwean president

RO M E I Zimbabwean President Rob- 
ert Mugabe, whose authoritarian 
rule has brought widespread hun- 
ger to his country, defended his 
policy of seizing land from whites 
on Tuesday, saying he is undoing a 
legacy of Zimbabwe’s former colo- 
nial masters.

Funeral held for 2 of 4 
daughters found dead 
in rowhouse in January 

The D.C. medical examiner has 
released the bodies of four sisters 
found dead five months ago in a 
Southeast Washington rowhouse, 
and a funeral service for the young- 
er two girls was held Tuesday at a 
Northeast church. 

The girls’ bodies had been held 
by the city since January because 
of what city officials described as 
legal confusion about who should 
take custody of them. 

The girls’ mother, Banita Jacks, 
has been charged with killing them 

— possibly as early as last summer 

— and is currently in jail await- 
ing trial. 

The girls have different fathers, 
and therefore different sets of rel- 
atives, some of whom have sued 
the city or said they plan to do so 
because they believe government 
social service workers missed signs 
the girls were in danger. 

However, lawyers representing 


the families told The Washington 
Post last month that the relatives 
were in agreement about who 
should receive the bodies and 
where they would be buried. 

N’Kiah Fogle, who was 6 when 
she died, and Aja Fogle, who was 
5, were being mourned at a view- 
ing and funeral service at Great- 


er Mount Calvary Holy Church on 
Rhode Island Avenue NE. 

D.C. Mayor Adrian M. Fenty 
was at the wake this morning but 
left before services began.

GM Retools, Closes 4 Truck Plants 



General Motors Chairman and CEO Rick Wagoner on Tuesday said the company 
is making a permanent shift in its business strategy toward smaller vehicles. 


Struggling automaker 
shifts focus to smaller, 
fuel-efficient vehicles 

WILMINGTON, DEL. I General Motors 
Corp. officially blew up its old 
business model Tuesday, closing 
four pickup truck and sport utility 
vehicle factories, announcing a new 
small car that could get 45 miles per 
gallon and shedding 10,000 jobs in 
the process. 

But it remains to be seen wheth- 
er the world’s largest automaker by 
sales can sell enough cars to make 
money in a shrinking U.S. market 
and stay ahead of the bill collec- 
tors. 

The automaker said it would 
idle pickup and SUV factories in 
Janesville, Wis.; Oshawa, Ontario; 
Moraine, Ohio; and Toluca, Mexi- 
co, as it tries to deal with a shift to 
smaller vehicles brought on by $4 
per gallon gasoline. 


GM said the truck plant cuts, 
which will reduce capacity to pro- 
duce pickups and large SUVs by 


about 35 percent, will save the 
company $1 billion per year, and 
when combined with earlier mea-

Music Museum Hits High Note 


Facility in small S.D. 
town houses more 
than 800 instruments 

MUSEUMS I One visitor might be 
drawn to the six-string Span- 
ish guitar on which Bob Dylan 
composed some of his earliest 
songs. 

Another might gaze in awe at 
one of just a handful of Stradivar- 
ius violins still with their original 
necks, or a 1767 Portuguese grand 
piano considered one of the earli- 
est, best-preserved pieces known 
to survive. 

Each is important to the Nation- 
al Music Museum, which focuses on 
a piece’s place in musical history 
rather than just its beauty. 

“When you think of other collec-

tions, especially other collections 
in the United States, they are in 
art museums,” says Sarah Rich- 
ardson, curator of musical instru- 
ments. “And so a lot of times when 
the instruments are collected, 
they’re collected for their artis- 
tic value rather than their musi- 
cal value.” 

The 800 instruments on display 
at the museum — tucked away in 
the small university town of Ver- 
million — make up just a fraction 
of the more than 13,500 items in its 
collection, which museum director 
Andre Larson calls “by far the larg- 
est, most comprehensive one any- 
where now.” 

Many of the items were once 
scattered throughout Larson’s 
childhood home. 

His father, Arne B. Larson, 


served as the longtime head of the 
school music department in Brook- 
ings, but his hobby was collecting 
instruments. 

University of South Dakota 
graduate Andre Larson estab- 
lished the museum in 1973, and it 
has continued to grow in size and 
scope, thanks to an influx of finan- 
cial and musical donations. 

Visitors can use personal digital 
assistants and earphones to take a 
self-guided tour — complete with 
video and audio clips of the instru- 
ments on display. 

Keeping track of 13,500 objects 
ranging from miniature harmoni- 
cas to gigantic pianos and theater 
organs is no easy task, said Marga- 
ret Downie Banks, senior curator 
of musical instruments. 

Banks, who has been with 
the museum for nearly 30 years, 
said, “Instruments are the 
main focus, but we are collect- 
ing the whole history of music.”

Celtics’ Pierce, Lakers’ 
Bryant both expected 
to be moved last year 

NBA FINALS I Paul Pierce and Kobe 
Bryant were playing pickup basket- 
ball in a UCLA gym last summer, a 
couple of frustrated NBA stars try- 
ing to sweat away the memory of 
a disappointing season. Talk soon 
turned to trades. 

Bryant had lashed out at Lak- 
ers management for assembling 
a team that hadn’t won a playoff 
series in three years. Boston had 
gone four years, and Pierce wor- 
ried that he might become the trade 
bait that kick-starts the rebuild- 
ing process. 

“I remember being in the gym 
with Kobe, and me and him were 
arguing over who was going to get 
traded first,” Pierce said Monday 
after the Celtics held their first 
practice in preparation for the 
NBA finals. 

“He went public about getting 
traded, ... and I was, like, ‘Shoot, 
I’m going to getting traded before 
you,’ and betting that it would hap- 
pen. That’s what’s so crazy: Now 
we’re both here sitting in the finals, 
where a year ago we were both in 


the gym.” 

No one wound up paying off 
the undisclosed stakes. Instead, 
both players stuck with the only 


NBA teams they’ve ever known 
and earned the chance to play for 
a championship. 

Bryant has already won three 


NBA titles, teaming up with Sha- 
quille O’Neal to win in consecutive 
years from 2000-02. They made 
one more run at it in 2004, losing to 
Detroit in the finals before O’Neal 
was traded away; it was Bryant’s 
team, for better or worse. 

The Lakers missed the playoffs 
the next year for just the second time 
in almost 30 years, followed by two 
straight first-round losses that left 
Bryant wondering. 

Then, he snapped.

TENNIS I Rafael Nadal’s French 
Open quarterfinal began more 
than 134 hours after Novak Djokov- 
ic’s did Tuesday. This is why, after 
wrapping up a three -set victory, 
Djokovic figured his coach could 
head over and check out some of 
Nadal’s match. 

So much for a fresh scouting 
report ahead of Friday’s semifinal 
match. Turns out Nadal was only 
moments away from winning 6-1, 
6-1, 6-1 against Nicolas Almagro, 
the most lopsided men’s quarterfi- 
nal at Roland Garros in the 40 -year 
history of the Open era. 

“I told my coach — I think it was 
6-1, 6-1, 5-1 — I told him, ‘Look! 
Go! Go fast! See one game! Try to 
catch at least a game and see how it 
goes,”’ Djokovic said. “’Maybe he’ll 
play some bad shots.’” 

No Luck. Nadal is now 26-0 at 
the French Open for his career, two 
victories away from becoming the 
first man since Bjorn Borg in 1978 - 81 
to win the clay-court major champi- 
onship four consecutive times. 

Djokovic beat 80th-ranked 
Ernests Gulbis 7-5, 7-6 (3), 7-5 to 
become only the fourth man since 
1968 to reach five consecutive Grand 
Slam semifinals. He also earned the 
right to face Nadal, who is 113-2 on 
clay since April 2005. 

Both are supremely talented and 
quite young — Nadal turned 22 on 
Tuesday; Djokovic turned 21 last 
month.

Older Kids on the Block 


Boy band finds new 
audience, regains its 
fans of yesteryear 

NOSTALGIA I On the set of NBC’s 
“Today” show, fans screeched the 
names of their favorites: “Joey!” 
“Jordan!” “Donnie!” The New 
Kids on the Block are trying their 
hand at a comeback. So far, all 
signs say go. 

Sixty hours before the “Today” 
show concert even started — and 
despite the rain — fans started 


lining up outside the studios at 
Rockefeller Plaza, hoping to catch 
a glimpse of the former teen idols. 
By the time the boy-band-turned- 
man-band took the stage, the crowd 
had swelled to several thousand: 
mostly casually dressed women in 
their 20s and 30s who wept, sang 
along lustily and held doll- size ver- 
sions of the band members aloft. 

The New Kids on the Blockbegan 
as five Boston boys who exploded 
in the late ’80s and ruled the charts 
into the early ’90s. “Rangin’ Tough” 
was certified platinum eight times 


over, and “Step by Step” went triple 
platinum. The band also had three 
No. 1 singles, and its members’ faces 
were slapped on everything from 
lunchboxes to sleeping bags. By 
1994, however, the New Kids’ star 
had waned and after their “Face the 
Music” album sold poorly, the boys 
called it quits. 

In the intervening 14 years, 
thefivemembersdabbledinsolo 
albums, actingandrealestate, and 
kept in touch as friends.

This Is the Future 



Sci Fi plans to meld a 
video game and a TV 
show together 

I N N 0 VAT 1 0 N I Can two alien cultures 
coexist in one writers room? Sci Fi is 
entering a brave new world by team- 
ing television writers with video - 
game designers to create a franchise 
that is both a television series and 
a massive multiplayer game on the 
Internet — more than that, the fans 
who play the game will actually help 
shape the show’s story arc with their 
virtual exploits. 

“This is the Holy Grail for us, 
without a doubt,” said Dave Howe, 
president of the Sci Fi Channel, 
which has teamed with Trion World 
Network, an on-the-rise gaming 
company. “This is groundbreak- 
ing, and I don’t say that lightly.” 

Sci Fi Channel executives are 
mum about the title of the show 
and game and their premise, but 
they do hint that it will be set 80 to 
100 years in the future on an Earth 
that looks very different from Earth 
today. The team has summer 2010 
as the targeted launch. 

Massive multiplayer online role- 
playing games have become a sen- 
sation, especially World ofWarcraft, 
which has 10 million subscribers who 
pay about $15 per month to explore, 
battle and interact with one another 
in a land called Azeroth. The game 
pulled in $1 billion last year. 


“A television show that is on once 
a week isn’t enough. The fans today 
want the experience to go beyond 
that,” Howe said. “For example, we 
can tell them that there will be an 
alien invasion at a certain place in 
the game, at a certain time, and to 
be there with all their friends and 
be ready. The outcome depends 
on them.” 

Lars Buttler, co -founder and 
chief executive of Trion, said the 
game will live entirely online and 
that vistas will open as the televi- 


sion series takes the characters 
throughout their world. 

The virtual world will also give 
Buttler’s team hard data about which 
characters, settings and story lines 
stir the most interests. He said that 
will help the show’s producers bend 
their storylines to audience tastes. 

“This will be a state- of-the art 
game, and it will be a strong tele- 
vision show, and watching how 
those two things interact will be 
fascinating,” he said, geoffboucher

Sleep deprivation is 
normal for some but 
unhealthy for most 

As a young mother in her 20s, 
Tracy Nasca, now 54, was a “total 
zombie.” 

She lived in a twilight state of 
fatigue, exhausted and confused. 
She had no short-term memory, 
forgetting everything from eve- 
ning plans to entire phone con- 
versations. Her school-age children 
cooked themselves meals while she 
struggled to get out of bed. Eventu- 
ally, she had to quit her job as a flo- 
rist after she spent too many after- 
noons napping on the floor next to 
the refrigerators of roses. 

After years of exhaustion, Nas- 
ca’s doctors found a diagnosis: 
She was massively, chronically 
sleep deprived. 

And according to sleep experts, 
many Americans are headed for the 
same fate. 


or constant sleep loss. 

The worst part is, we’re exhaust- 
ed and many of us don’t even know 
it, said Dr. Meir Kryger, chair of the 
National Sleep Foundation. “A lot 
of my sleep -deprived patients think 
this is just how life is,” he said. 

So, if you think you’re not get- 


ting enough sleep, you’re probably 
right. And if you need more proof, 
Kryger offers this test: “If you need 
a cup of coffee to feel alert, there’s 
a problem.” 

But how did we become a nation 
of bleary- eyed sleepwalkers, swig- 
ging giant lattes to make it through 


the morning? Experts blame a cul- 
ture of overstimulation: As Ameri- 
cans become increasingly addicted 
to technology, most people are up 
late into the night texting friends 
on cell phones, flipping TV chan- 
nels or surfing the Internet. 

But the country’s chronic lack of

sleep has more serious implications 
than a nationwide caffeine addic- 
tion, Kline said. Insufficient sleep 
is associated with a number of dis- 
eases and conditions, such as diabe- 
tes, obesity and depression. 

Luckily, sleep deprivation is com- 
pletely reversible. After receiving 
treatment for sleep apnea, Nas- 
ca’s decade-long fog of zombie- 
dom lifted. 

To get a good night’s rest, most 
sleep experts recommend a set of 
sleep rules, called “sleep hygiene.” 
Keep your bedtime and wake time 
on a consistent schedule. Make sure 
your bedroom is cool, dark and 
quiet. Exercise every day, prefer- 
ably at least six hours before going 
to bed. Avoid eating a large meal 
in the late evening, and limit caf- 
feine and alcohol intake. Build in 
15 minutes of “quiet time” at the 
end of the day to help calm racing

Global climate change 
means grape-friendly 
regions could shift 

Fruity merlot from Siberia? Not so 
fast, say vintners from Champagne 
to California. 

As global warming threatens 
to change the land vintners have 
relied on — sometimes for cen- 
turies — established wine grow- 
ing regions around the world are 
deploying techniques old and new 
to adapt. 

The goal: to stay competitive as 
progressively hotter harvests open 
up the prospect of wine from regions 
once deemed unsuitable for growing 
grapes — including Russia’s frozen 
but now thawing lands and rain- 
battered Britain. 

In France’s southern Langued- 
oc region, for example, once-sacred 
rules against irrigating vines are 
being relaxed, while growers in 
the U.S. are experimenting with 


genetically modified heat-resis- 
tant grapes. 

That’s because by 2050, the 
world’s premier wine-friendly 
zones could shift as much as 180 
miles toward the poles, says climate 
geographer Gregory Jones of South- 


ern Oregon University. 

In theory, that will make north- 
ern Europe or New Zealand more 
grape -friendly than Bordeaux or 
Australian valleys. 

That has beverage conglomer- 
ates in the U.S., where wine is a

$100 billion-per-year industry, 
scouting out vine plots that get 
more shade — contrary to age-old 
practices in both the northern and 
southern halves of the globe. 

Meanwhile, sommeliers are 
readying for an array of new aro- 
mas as vintners vary varieties in 
response to warm weather. 

“You are going to see people 
introduced to wines from weird 
countries, like Belgium,” says Jan- 
cis Robinson, wine expert and co- 
author of the latest edition of the 
“World Atlas of Wine.” 

“You will see a lot more wine 
from Germany, which can finally 
ripen its grapes, . . . and good Cana- 
dian reds,” she says. 



Climate and market forecasts, 
and studies of grape behavior, sug- 
gest that during the next two gener- 
ations — not long in wine terms — 
vintage Kent and Chinese or Cana- 
dian chablis could occupy as much 
supermarket shelf space as Bor- 
deaux, Rioja and Napa’s finest. 

In addition to creating new 
wine regions, the warming trend 
is changing established ones. 

To keep their vines cool, Argen- 
tine producers are planting them 
closer to the Andean slopes and in 
Patagonia. In South Africa, wine- 
makers have moved sauvignon 
blanc vines to higher altitudes 
and sought patches open to cool- 
ing sea breezes. 

In Ay, France, where produc- 
ers such as Moet & Chandon and 
Veuve Clicquot nurture precious 
plots, harvesters hit fields in late 
August last year — the earliest since 
1822, according to the Champagne 
Growers’ Committee, which sets 
harvest dates. 

“Those who make wine have 
always been sensitive to climate,” 
says Pierre Cheval, whose Gatinois 
Champagne House, a small fam- 
ily winery in Ay, has seen plenty 
of industry ups and downs during 
11 generations in business. “Tem- 
peratures, humidity, microcli- 
mates — all this is essential to the 
health and originality of the grape.”

It was a pair of yellow and gray 
patent leather sandals that first 
caught my eye. The odd color com- 
bination was surprisingly fresh, but 
it was the $19 price tag that made 
the buy a no-brainer. The Datillo 
sandal is on sale at Nine West for 
$60, but it’s at Marshalls for less 
than $20. 

The off-price retailer has souped 
up its shoe departments. Now they’re 
called Shoe Megashops, and they’re 
in 120 Marshalls. And, indeed, 
everything about the revamped 
shoe section is mega — mega 
large, mega inexpensive and requir- 
ing mega patience. There are rows 
upon rows of shoes and clearance 
shelves. You will be there for hours 


if you don’t limit yourself. 

Like many other discount shoe 
retailers, the Shoe Megashop has 
supermarket- style aisles with dis- 
play shoes sitting atop boxes of vari- 
ous sizes. The women’s section is 
about five aisles wide, the men’s is 
four and the kids’ fills just two kid- 
size rows. Thankfully, the shelves 
are well-kept and organized. When 
scouting for gems, be sure to stop 
every third row, or your eyes will 
get crossed. 

The Shoe Megashop promises a 
20 percent to 60 percent slash off 
designer prices. And “designer” 
means Michael by Michael Kors, 
Anne Klein, Rafe and Nine West. 
Not exactly Yves Saint Laurent, but 
with most pairs carrying a $30 price 
tag, we’ll take it. 

The styles aren’t seasons- old 
castaways with funky purple straps. 
They are attractive, classic styles.

When I get home after a long day, 

I don’t have the energy to go the 
gym. I just want to sit and relax 
the rest of the night. What can you 
suggest to change this habit and 
get my lazy butt to the gym? 

By relaxing, do you mean sitting 
on your couch and watching TV? 
’Cause maybe you can watch the 


same shows while working out at 
the gym. You might not have a ton 
of energy, but you can do some- 
thing light (like leisurely ellip- 
tical or treadmill walking) and 
burn some calories you wouldn’t 
at home. 

We all know that there’s no such 
thing as “spot reduction” and that to 
lose inches from around your middle 
you have to lose weight overall. But 
does the same thing work in reverse 
for calories consumed? I read that 
the calories from wine and beer 
go straight to the fat around your 
abdomen. Is that true? 

I think the issue with beer and wine is 
the same as with any liquid calories: 
They don’t really fill us up or add to 


daily nutrition, so they tend to just 
be “extra.”

In accordance with the National Environmental Policy Act, the 
National Park Service (NPS) is preparing an Environmental Assess- 
ment (EA) for actions to be implemented near the intersection of 
17th Street, N.W. and Constitution Avenue, N.W, in Constitution 
Gardens and the Washington Monument Grounds, and near 23rd 
Street, to improve the reliability of and reduce the long term opera- 
tions and maintenance costs of the Potomac Park Levee system. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers (USACE), authorized by the 
1936 Flood Control Act, completed the Potomac Park levee in 1938. 
Respectful of the historic city design, the project is currently reliant 
upon the placement of a temporary earthen embankment by the 
NPS. In January 2007, the USACE determined the temporary levee 
closure to be unreliable and rated the levee as unacceptable. As a 
result, the levee no longer meets the requirements established by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) in 
44CFR65.10 and must be recertified. The EA will assess the 
impacts of the interim actions which will be designed to meet the 
FEMA 100-year flood protection requirements and permanent 
solution alternatives to meet the requirements of the 1936 Flood 
Control Act. This NEPA effort will also incorporate all past NEPA 
efforts and update that compliance for the entire Potomac Park 
Levee system. The National Capital Planning Commission (NCPC) 
and the USACE are cooperating federal agencies. 

A public scoping meeting will be held by the NPS on June 10, 2008 
from 6:00 PM to 8:00 PM at the NCPC offices at 401, 9th Street, 
NW, Suite 500, North Lobby, Washington, DC 20004.
